Faculty  memos 
define  policies 


Students  are  continually  reminded  of  the  standards  they  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  maintain  while  attending  BYU.  And  all  too  often  we  hear 
about  students  who  are  not  maintaining  them. 

But  faculty  members,  being  human,  have  also  been  confronted  with 
controversies  about  some  of  their  activities.  Academic  Vice  President 
Jae  R.  Ballif  reminded  faculty  members,  in  memos  sent  last  week,  of 
the  standards  they  are  expected  to  maintain. 

le  at  a  time  when  some  faculty  members  have  been 
.  involved  in  investment  firms,  in 
j  controversies  with  local  politic¬ 


al  groups  and  in  plugging  local 
publications  for  which  they 
have  written.  Whatever  the  im¬ 
mediate  reason  for  the,  memos, 
they  should  solidify  in  faculty 
members’  minds  what  the 


administration  expects  of  them  —  something  students  and  administra¬ 
tors  have  the  right  to  expect. 

“A  faculty  member’s  ...  a  person  of  honor  and  integrity,  one  com¬ 
mitted  to  scholarship  and  learning,  and  at  Brigham  Young  University, 
one  committed  to  truth  and  virtue,”  one  memo  says.  “All members  of 
the  faculty  are  expected  to  maintain  the  highest  standards  of  honor, 
integrity,  morality  and  consideration  of  others  in  personal  behavior,” 
it  continues. 

Even  if  25,000  students  are  not  living  up  to  standards,  one  faculty 
member  who  does  not  is  one  too  many.  “Few  people  in  other  profes¬ 
sions  have  such  opportunity  to  affect  so  many  in  such  profound  ways,” 
one  of  the  memos  says. 

Non-profound  ways  also  show  their  effects. 

We  hope  it  has  only  been  a  small  number  of  faculty  members  who 
have  been  involved  in  activities  that,  as  the  memo  says,  “place  or 
appear  to  place  the  faculty  members  in  the  position  of  using  the 
university  as  a  platform  or  sinecure  from  which  to  operate  a  business, 
to  promote  an  enterprise,  or  to  sell  a  product.  ...” 

Faculty  members  do  indeed  hold  a  high  position  at  BYU.  And  they 
need  to  continually  ask  themselves  the  real  motives  for  their  actions. 
Just  as  students  are  asked  to  consider  a  real  education  and  a  living 
heritage  ahead  of  their  vocational  training  by  taking  general-education 
classes,  so  should  faculty  members  consider  rising  above  self-serving 
interests  in  order  faithfully  to  serve  their  students. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  using  the  university  as  a  promotional  tool  for  a 
faculty  membeFs  personal  or  financial  interests,  even  if  it  costs  the 
students  only  10  cents. 

It  usually  isn’t  proper  for  faculty  members  to  recommend,  or  even 
mention,  business  activities  in  which  they  are  involved.  Is  it  proper  to 
have  an  organization  outside  the  university  complain  because  a  faculty 
member  resigns  from  that  organization  to  abide  by  university  guide¬ 
lines? 

More  subtly,  is  it  proper  to  accept  royalties  from(  products  students 
are  required  to  buy,  particularly  when  there  are  less  expensive  ones, 
when  the  last  edition  is  only  a  couple  of  years  old,  or  when  the  item 
cannot  be  sold  back  used? 

Ballif  and  those  instrumental  in  issuing  the  memos  took  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  We  can  only  hope  all  faculty  members  will  re-evaluate 
all  of  their  activities. 

„  Students,  while  they  are  not  necessarily  in  the  same  position,  can 
also  gain  by  reviewing  these  standards  in  the  context  of  student  life.

Copyright  ruling  ludicrous 


In  October,  the  U.S.  9th  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  ruled  that  the 
videotaping  of  TV  programs  off  the 
air  —  even  for  private,  non-profit 
uses  —  infringes  upon  copyright 
laws.  The  court’s  basis  for  the  deci¬ 
sion  was  the  Copyright  Act.  of  1976. 

The  Copyright-Act  of  1976  re¬ 
vised  the  1909  Copyright  Law  be¬ 
cause  the  original  law  did  not  allow 
for  the  technological  explosion  of 
photocopiers,  videotape  recorders 
and  other  developments  of  the  20th 
century.  The  goal  of  the  revised  act 
was  to  allow  copies  of  original  mate¬ 
rial  for  research,  but  to  prevent 
copying  as  a  substitute  for  magazine 
subscriptions  or  book  purchases. 
The  Act  could  also  be  applied  to  the 
taping  of  movies  or  television  prog- 


Many  fear  that  copyright  owners 
will  lose  the  incentive  to  create  be- 

result  of  copyright  violations.  For 
example,  of  the  27  million  “Saturday 
Night  Fever”  copies  sold,  about  12 


million  were  pirated.  It  seems, 
however,  that  the  producers  of  the 
tape  still  made  a  hefty  profit  with 
the  legitimate  15  million  tapes. 
Nevertheless,  legal  experts  and 
others  fear  these  creative  copyright 
holders  Will  lose  money  and  the  de¬ 
sire  to  create  more  works;  in  the 
long-run,  the  public  will  be  denied 
the  benefit'  of  progress  in  the  arts 
and  the  sciences. 

Throughout  history,  geniuses  like 
Emily  Dickinson,  John  Keats,  Lud¬ 
wig  van  Beethoven  and  others  have 
created  masterpieces  for  the  sheer 
joy  of  creating  —  not  merely  for 
monetary  incentives.  Some  people 
feel  our  society  has  reached  a  point 
where  talented  people  refuse  to  cre¬ 
ate  unless  they  are  rewarded  with 
hard  cash. 

There  is  no  reason  to  even  bother 
selling  Betamaxes  and  other 
videotape  recorders  if  the  right  to 
copy  anything  off  the  air  is  denied 
the  public. 

If  Sony  is  guilty  of  violating 


copyright  laws,  then  so  are  Xerox, 
IBM  and  other  photocopy  machine 
manufacturers.  After  all,  their  pro¬ 
ducts  are  vehicles  by  which  copyr¬ 
ight  laws  are  violated. 

There  really  isn’t  any  harm  in 
having  individuals  taping  televison 
programs  for  their  own  personal  de¬ 
velopment  — as  long  as  they  do  not 
profit  monetarily  from  this  activity. 

True;  there  have  been  gross  viola- 
of  the  Copyright  Act  of  1976.

Besides,  there  is  no  practical 
way  the  government  can  check  up 
on  the  more  than  three  million 
videocassette  recorder  users  in  the 
United  States.

Speaking  y computer ' 
will  speed  technolog\ 


“My  eight-year-old  son  doesn’t  like  to  play  with  the 
video  games  at  home  any  more,”  reported  a  BYU  faculty 
member  who  works  with  computers. 

His  son,  he  said,  would  rather  operate  a  computerized 
flight  simulator  used  to  train  pilots  to  fly  jet  aircraft.  The 
boy  learned  to  fly  the  simulator  as  his  father  worked  with 
the  Salt  Lake  City  firm  that  developed  the  equipment. 

My  own  17-year-oid  son  became  interested  in  computers 
less  than  a  year  ago  and  has  since  learned  more  about  them 
than  I  have  absorbed  by  working  around  them  for  more 
than  five  years. 

Children  seem  to  learn  new  languages  more  quickly  and 
less  painfully  than  adults  do.  Perhaps  it  has  to  to  with  their 
lack  of  inhibition  or  their  willingness  to  risk  appearing 
foolish  in  front  of  someone  else. 

This  truism  about  children  and  languages  seems  to  car¬ 
ry  over  to  children  and  computers.  Kids  aren’t  intimidated 
by  those  machines  the1  way  some  adults  are. 

In  fact,  today’s  children  are  growing  up  with  pocket 
calculators,  computerized  arcade  games,  home  video 


calculate  a  mathematical  formula  or  produce  the 
editorial  that  goes  into  a  newspaper. 

It’s  the  program  inside  the  computer  that 
difference.  It’s  the  program  that  some  human  beiri 
that  makes  the  computer  perform  one  function  rati 
another. 

The  quality  of  that  program  makes  the  compu 
adequate  or  clearly  excellent  for  the  job.  And  that 
depends  on  the  competence  and  creativity  of  tl 


games,  video  tape  recorders,  home  video  disk  players  and 
even  home  computers. . 

They  take  these  things  for  granted  and  use  them  as 
easily  as  the  older  generation  has  learned  to  use  television 
sets  and  automobiles  with  automatic  transmissions. 

Today’s  young  people  have  learned  the  languages  re¬ 
quired  to  operated  these  wondorous  electronic  machines 
so  early  in  life  that  they  use  those  languages  as  comfort¬ 
ably  as  they  use  their  native  tongue. 

Learning  to  operate  computers  requires  learning  other 


languages.  Just  as  one  must  understand  what  moving  the 
gearshift  lever  on  one’s  car  from  P  to  R  or  D  does  to  the 
car,  one  must  learn  similar  operations  to  set  the  internal 
parts  of  the  computer  about  doing  what  the  program  in  the 


machine  is  designed  to  do 
But  one  marvelous  thing  about  computers  is  that  the 
operator  can,  if  he  or  she  speaks  a  programming  language, 
change  and  control  what  the  computer  is  able  do. 

The  same  computer  can  handle  financial  transactions  for 
a  bank,  or  control  a  lathe  that  machines  a  metal  part,  or
